San Francisco, November 26. 

Early last evening a Chinaman 
named Ye Ping Jung, a merchant at 
Tuscarora, Nevada, was shot fatally 
by James Sullivan, a “rounder” from 
Barbary Coast, at a sbooting gallery, 
712 Washington St. Sullivan entered 
the gallery and asked fora pistol to 
shoot at the target. One was handed 
him. He fired one shot at the target, 
when suddenly turning around he 
pointed the weapon at Ye Ping 
Jung, who us standing quietly near, 
and discharged it, the ball entering 
Jung's stomach, producing death in a 
few minutes, Sullivan was arrested 
on a charge of murder. He was in- 
toxicated at the time, and when ir- 
formed that his victim was dead he 
manifested the most brutal indifter- 
ence, exclaiming, Oh, he's only a 
Chinaman, anyhow *

A Western Guiteau. 
San Francisco, November 26. 
Last evening private detective Ab 
len Deadman was shot at by an un- 


_known assassin near the corner of 


Pine and Kearney streets, The bul- 
let passed near Deadman but did not

you,” said Davidge. 


Guiteau.was not of right mind. The 
prisoner was the exaggerated fac simile 
of his father. He never saw anything 
hypocritical or dishonest in the pris- 
oner. His father was an intensely 
sincere man. He related the pecaliar 
mode af saying grace at the table of 
Elder Guiteau, which included 
the use of the words, “I confess 
Christ within me with a thankfal 
heart for this food. I thank Christ 
for this dinner.” etc., ctc. On one of 
these occasions, after grace hed been 
said, Charles Guiteau, or Julius, as 
they called him then, came to the table 
and was spoken to by his father in 

al ptemptory and offensive tone. Charles 
passed behind his father’s chair and 
struck him on the back of his neck. 
His father at once jumped from the 
chair and the two clinched and strug- 
gled until finally Charles succumbed, 
and then they withdrew from the ta- 
ble by themselvés, talked the matter 
over and then came back and went on 
with their meal. This was a sudden 
outburst on both sides. 

Prisoner—My mother died when 1 
was 7 years old and my father re- 
mained a widower until I was 12. 
During these years we were exceeding- 
ly intimate. After he married there 
was more or less alienation between 
us. 

Witness wanted to speak of the 
Oneida Community. Luther Guiteau 
was a thorough believer in the Oneida 
Community and desired his family to 
Join the Community. His wife, how- 
ever, did not wish her children to join 
it and objected to going there herself. 

Trisoner— That was my step-moth- 
er. My mother has been dead a good 
many years. If she had been alive I 
never would have behaved in that 
way. 

Witness related how at religious and 
social circles the old gentleman told 
how himself aad wife were ready to 
join the Oneida Community, but were 
violently opposed from so doing by 
his son ef 20 or 25 years. 

Luther Guiteau jumped from bis 
seat and exclaimed: Take a knife 
and slay him as Abraham did Isaac.” 
His manner was so exceedingly shock- 
ing that it paralyzed the tongues of 
every one present. Luther attended 
church occasionally. Sometimes the 
Presbyterian church and sometimes 
the Methodist. 

Prisoner—His idea was that he 
was sv good he did not need to go to 
church. He was church unio bimself. 
Witness then spoke of the prisoner 
when he was an office boy. He no- 
ticed offensive egotism es though he 
desired to do more than le was really 
capable of doing, he wished to usu p 
the duties of Deputy Clerk. His 
greeting quality seemed to be egoi- 
ism. He was fifteen or sixteen years 
of sage when he commenced working 
an Office. I always felt when 1 
was in contact with him like a porcu- 
pine qu'il coming out. 

Prisoner—You and I did not agree 
very well at that time. That was the 
reason I did not like you then. I 
like you now better than I ever did 
in my life. 

Witness went on to testify about 
Abraham Guiteau, Luther's brother. 
He said that his mind was so weak 
that it was not safe to trust him with 
business. 

Thomas North resumed the witness 
stand: and was cross-examined very 
clesely and at great length by Da- 
vidge. Guiteau interrupted at the 
very outset and protested that there 
was no truth in the witness story. The 
witness was being questioned in re- 
gard to the figh® between Guiteau and 
his father. He said he had a good 
memory aod could remember most 
everything, but did not remember any 
such scene. Just as witoess was ro- 
leased from the stand Guiteau im- 
proved the momentary lull to make 
his first specch of the day: 

“T notice my friend Henry Ward 
Beecher is doing some cranky work in 
this case. I used to attend his church 
and prayer meetings, and if your 
Honor knew him as well as I do you 
would not pay any attention to him.

A Wonderful Mountain.

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Fine Farming Tools, 

The Gale tools advertised in the 
WII GazeTTs command the admi- 
ration of the rancher. There has 
never been so much competition, and 
yet the works are taxed to their ut- 
most to fill orders. Their plows run 
from the lightest one-horse working 
plow up to one that will turn a fur- 
row 8 inches deep and 17 inches wide. 
The mould boards arechilled steel aud 
it polishes smooth and runs easy. The 
hands and beams are attached differ- 
ent from any in use;and can be raised 
or lowered to suit man or boy. The 
wheel runs directly under the beam, 
and can be adjustedgto track with the 
plow whether it is set for two or three 
horses. The sod-knife or coulter is 
fastened by a patent device to the 
standard, a much better method than 
the old one of attaching it to the 
beam. The patent jointer turns off a 
narrow slice of the surface, and with 
it the’ grass, weeds, manure, and all 
the rubbish, so that when the furrow 
is inverted the lap is entirely of mel- 
low earth. It adds but very little to 
the draft and is very popular. The 
rod-beam chilled plow is new and is 
doing excellent werk. It is light, 
strong and convenient. In gang plows 
the Champion wheel“ leads the race: 
All the parts can be replaced. They 
are guided by tlie tongue, which makes 
them steady. The whiffletrees are at- 
tuched below the tongue, 80 there is 
no weight on the horses’ necks. The
